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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 


The following is a quotation of the secxjnd paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1- 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 1.16, and 34, interior "portions" do not have directions, but rather 
width/height/length. 

In claims 34 and 40, ''an ambient first air portion" and "an ambient second air portion" are 
misleading. Ambient air cannot by definition be divided into portions. 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 16, 17, 20, 23, 29-35, 40. and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 

being unpatentable over Bernard et al(6,450,133). Bernard et al show a shipping container 12; a 

first interior portion 32 including a first air inlet at 64, generator 44, motor 38,; a second interior 

portion including a second air inlet 60, and radiator 72. In regard to claims 3 and 4, the air from 

inlet will pass the generator and enter the engine. There are first and second air outlets on 

either side of first and second fans 46,48. In regard to claim 33, figure 1 shows the tandem 

axels 26 and coupling 30. In regard to claims 2 and 32. the dimensions and power output of the

generator are deemed matters of engineering choice dependent on the well-known factors of 
required output, vehicle size regulations, cost, and weight. The fuel used by the engine is not 
set forth, however, it is common knowledge that gas fueled engines are well known for having 
especially low emissions and in some cases cheaper to run than gasoline engines; therefore it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a gas fueled engine in Bernard
